FIRST DERBY WAS RUN IN ISLE OF MAN. 



How the BIe; English Race Originated and Has Been 
Carried On. 



For RritisU raciiif; men there Is a pi'cnliar interest 
v'lt taeliiiig to the Isle of .Man, for it was there that 
the I'oi-by Slakes were llrst run for. The narrow 
trip of i-risp am! springy Inrf wliieli separali-s llie 
ba.\ of Castletown ttiid Derbyliaven was the neeiie 
of the lifst ••Deib.v.” ami is still known as ••I’lie 
Riiet fotiise.” tlioiigli no fares liave lieeii liebl there 
for a linndred years and Hie .ground is now eoioerled 
into go|( links. H wtts in D>2I, wlien the Haris 
of l»erby were still lords of .Man, that the <iiib‘f 
was issmal e.slablisliiiig these rtiees, and ilireeliiig 
that Hie Deib.v Plate, to wliieh Hie i-arl eontrituited 
liandsoiiiely. sboiiUl lie eompeled for every year at 
Easier in Hie riiee eoiirse at Castletown. The pres- 
ent Derby Stakes, as ever.ouie. I suppose, knows, 
were founded by Edward Stanley, twelfth earl of 
Derb.v, ill '1780. 

Tlie irtdile earl who founded Hie Derli.v Slake.s 
onl.\ won Hiem oiiee. naiiiely, in 1787. willi Sir Peter 
Teazle, named in lionor of liis .sei-oml wife. Mi-s 
Farrell, Hie famous aeiress, willi whom lie had fallen 
ill love while she was aeliii" Had.v Teazle. Sir Peter 
eaiiie of Hie purest Idisid. iieiiig (h-.seeiided from Hie 
Codolphiii Arabian. I'p to four years old In* beat 
eveiylliiifg op|>osial to liiin. and was s.aid to lx* Hie 
winner of more raee.s than any other liorse on Hie 
turf, blit lie liiaike down at Hie age of four at New- 
niiirkei, and was afterwards kept for breeding. His 
Miieess .at Hie stud was e.xtraordinary. Sir Peter 
Teazle was tlie sire of more wiuuers than any other 
horse on Hie liirf. 

In 1791 Ills sl(M*k began to show Its .sup<*rlative 
eveelbiiee, and the snorting world rang with Ills 
tame. liven aeni.ss the .Mlaiilb- breeders were 
loii.aeil into eiiHilisiasiii by the record of bis suc- 
cesses. .Xmerieaii turfmen were aii.xjoiis to .seeiire so 
IMiwerfiil a ^ire, and the .\nieriean eonsiil otTered Hie 
earl ,iMN» for Hie horse, an iiniieard of pri<-e in 
tbos«* days. Rut Ills lordship, with a smile, deelineil 
the (dfiT, saying, “Had 1 heeii disposisl lo part 
with .Sir Peter I have iilread.v lieon offered If.'rO.iMHl 
lor him.’’ IsiTil Derb.v was iiioro fiN'tiiiialc in his 
elToils to win tin* iiaks. of wliieli he wai^ also Hie 
founder, tliaii in Ids eonti'sts for the Derliy, for his 
two lillies, P.riiiget and Heroine, twice placed the 
ladies’ race to Ills enalit. 

Sir Pet« r lived to the g<a>d age of thirty. Isird 
Derliy was sixty years on Hie turf; he attended all 
the great m«*<‘Hng8 in a (mieli and six, witli quite a 
retlniie of servants. .Many inenienDx'S of this gran l 
old s|sH-tsman are still iireserved; the picture of his 
liiiiitsiiian, Jonathan (irifliii, on his gray horse.
